Disciplining 
The Professions 


(Winnipeg Free Press.) 

A bill under this title advanced to 
its second reading at the last sessiou of 
the Alberta Legislature and due for 
completion at this years session is caus- 
ing much discussion, especially among 
the medical profession who apparently 
ave of the opinion that it is chiefly 
aimed in that direction. 

Briefly the bill proposes the setting 
up of a board which shall be the final 
court in all questions dealing with pro- 
fessional conduct, having the right 
to hear appeals from the decisions of 
the governing body of the profession 
under consideration aud having the 
right to initiate action against the 
member of a profession and to try the 
case. The sole power of restitution to 
the ranks of the profession rests with 
the board, 

The Alberta Government seems to 
agree with the dictum that every pro- 
fession is a conspiracy against the laity 
and to be taking steps to coufvund the 
conspirators. 

On the side of the laity in the case 
of the medical piofession, on which
